Claims 1-4, 7-9, 16-18, 21-23, 26, 28-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Curtis et al 5462915 or Nastke et al 5788991 . 

The rejections of record are maintained. 

Curtis -see col.2, lines 20, 21 -the process is repeated. The instant claims do not ' 
require the 2"** encapsulating agent to be different from the first. 

Nastke -see abstracts, i^-microcapsules (fig.1) with walls, (3) are coated, again 

(5). 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/31/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants arguments, with amendment, to extent persuasive, have resulted 
in withdrawn rejections. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
